3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claim combination reciting apparatus for removing particulate matter and gaseous 
pollutants from a gas stream, comprising a sorbent material injector means, a moisture injector 
means, a moisture sensor upstream from said moisture injector means and a particulate removal 
means, wherein moisture is injected into the gas stream to provide moisture content thereto that 
is 1 8 to 20 percent from saturation is allowable over the prior art of record. The Affidavit filed 
on 8 February 2005 indicates that industry standard for pollutant removal rates of pollution 
particles from flue gas is from 70 to 90 percent, and that, even by utiUzing an electrostatic 
particle charging, this standard could not be improved upon. By maintaining moisture of the flue 
gas within 1 8 to 20% from saturation the applicant achieved a 97% and better removal of 
pollutants from flue gas, which is very unexpected result. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
